PARIS, Nov. -10—All.’ reports of

- What has since happened in Barce- 
lona and elsewhere is not fully 
known here, but the latest indica-

GEN. WU PELFU TO: 
RESUME HOSTILITIES 


Deposed Cotdmnenides to Re- 
assemble Forces in Seuth 


CHEFOO, China, Noy. 10 (4)-—Gen.+ 


Wu Pei-fu, deposed Commander-in- 
Chief of the Peking military, forces. 
who is on board a transport here, 
announced today his intention of go- 
ing to the south to reassemble his 
forces and to return later at the head 
of a punitive expedition. : 
General Wu declared that 40,000 
of his troops were at\Hankow and 
more at Nanking awaiting his -in-;

REDUCED TAXES 


- Trade a Fillip—Excess

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BERLIN,. Nov. 10—Among the first 
4ruits of the functioning of the 
Dawes plan and securing foreign 
loans under the project, there un- 
doubtedly will be.a large measure 
of tax reduction, and incidentally. a 
fillip to German export trade. As 
the state budget shows a large ex- 


cess reyenue over expenditures, ‘the 
Government, in co-operation with 
finance ministers of the federal 
states, has decided to reduce con- 
siderably certain taxes which have 
imposed a heavy burden on the coun- 
try’s economic life. 

For example, the income tax will 
be reduced appromixately 20 per cent 
on incomes under 8000 marks, with 
further reductions for families with 
children. A married couple with 
sight children and an income not ex- 
| ceeding 2000 marks yearly will be 
‘exempt from income tax. The tax 
on the business turnover will be re- 
duced from’2 per cent to 1% pér 
cent and the luxury tax from 15 per

Croat. Pehjant Tgiidar Makes His Escape in the 
Direction of Trieste

LONDON, Nov. -10—The first result 
‘of the return of Nicholas Pashitch.

In order to allow graduates an op- 
portunity.to invest their four years 
of study profitably, Dr. Spencer has 
put in operation his plan to give 
students newspapers of their own. 
Dr. Spencer buys a newspaper and 
will. place one Or two graduates in 
charge of building it up according to 
modern newspaper practice. A stock 
corporation is organized, with Dr. 
Spencer retaining 51 per cent of the 
stock and the other 49 per cent in 
escrow for the graduate or graduates.

If a 
teacher is found discussing the sub- 
ject or ‘allowing it discussed, he is 
severely reprimanded and a second 
offense means dismissal. We had an 
orphanage of 300 boys, in charge of 
an Armenian whom we considered 
a fine man, but we found-him giving 
daily talks on revenge against the 
Turks. The orphanage was prompt- 
ly. closed and the boys distributed 
ameng other institutions, in order to 


counteract the effect of such instruc- | 


tion.”

Over the love displayed by Christ 


‘| Jesus during the crucifixion. Coni- 


passionately regarding) the infuriated 
mob led by 4 coterie of religious fa- 
natics, he uttered the tender. prayer 
“Father, forgive them; for they know 
not what they do.” 

The world can never forget these 
sublime words of the Mastér and his 
example. It can never produce a 
scene and an occasion for greater 
forgiveness, - There will never again 
be a more exalted display of unde- 
viating affection. As the occasion 
presented the very limit of diabolism 
and the most exalted demonstration 
of overcoming the belief that evil is 
real, we may venture to say that the 
very apex of heroism. was scaled by 
Jesus at that hour, and that. it will 
remain, forever as one of his highest 
proofs of the love which could not be 


from her shake in the stariit heavens, 
than could this. wonderful proof of 
reflected love lose its place in human 
history. 


In the fullness of time, when the 

dwellers of the earth were ready for 
its clear interpretations, Christian 
Science came to unfold the origin and 
significance of Jesus’ great demon- 
stration on Calvary, as well as to 
interpret his every other act and 
teaching.

LONDON, Oct. 30—In spite:of tan- 
f ers protests that hides dre far too 

, they séem anxious to purchase 
all avatiable supplies offered. ‘Prices 
remain steady in ‘consequence. Calf- 
skins, are aldo much sought after. 

Tanners here regard the frigorific 
market in South America as too much 


‘Inflated ‘for them, and are holding off 
buying. Other classes of dry hidés are 
very firm in price as there, is a brisk 
demand, from shoe manufacturers for 
a cheap dry hide bend. 

The trade in sole leather has fallen 
awaya little. Shoe manufacturers are 
showing a waiting attitude, as they ex- 
pect lower prices, and some .of them 
are holding up orders for bends and 
pinned offal. Tanners, however, are 

very firm in their ideas of price. The 
|} demand for offal is as insistent as ever, 
and there is: no déubt both bellies and 
shoulders are finding their way into 
shoddy: shoes in this country. Very 
little American sole leather is now ar- 
riving; there is, howevér, a good mar- 
ket for it hére, but the rate of ex- 
change makes it too dear to compete 
with the domestic production. Ham- 
mered French bends are also increas- 
ing in. popularity with shoe repairers, 
as they are well fleshed, dut up cheaply 
for high class repair work, and wear 
well on the shoe, : 

Business in upper stock is good and 
prospects much better: The American 
importing depots report quite brisk 
trading, and as many of them.-have 
bought freely ahead of patent, glacé, 
and chrome calf, it looks as if they 
had full confidence in the future. 


Patent Most Popular 


Both patent and chrome calf have 
advanced, in price lately, the big Ger- 
man tanners putting on from Id. to 
24. a foot. This strengthens the posi- 
tion all round and some of the British 
tannérs are again working in raw 
stock, although there are several light 
leather yards closed down and in 
the market at a very low figure. 

Patent leather sems to be the most 
popular, and as shoe manufacturers 
depend almost exclusively on imported 


portunity of looking closely into the 
position while the demand is good. 
Suede is a slow seller and it looks.as if 
women were at last tired of this lea- 
ther—and well they might be in view 
of the high prices charged for shoes 
made-.often of low grade sheepskin 
éplits, which ought to have gone for 
wash leathers! : 

The shoe trade is moderatély brisk, 
although there are plenty of factories 
which are not working full time. The 
export section remains good, and large 
parcels of. shoes are being sent to the

contain 75 per cent of British materials 

and labor. This will rather interfere 
with some manufacturers of shoes— 
éspecially those who are using cheap 
German calf leathers. 


New Wage Agreement 

A hew agreement governing wages 
and eonditions in. the shoe trade. has 
been. arranged .by representatives of 
both sides. A minimum wage of 60s. 
a.week is to be given men at the age 
of 22, instead of 23 as at present. A 
iain wage of 14s 6d has been 

xed for boys at 15, 13s 6d for boys in 
stock rooms, and 13s for. girls of 16. 
Other provisions have been made, but 
the main point is that peace is assured 
in an industry which will affect about 
100,000 operatives. | 

T. F. Richards, president of the Na- 
tional Union Boot and Shoe Operatives 
urges the Government to adopt a 
déscrintive label or tab for shoes. The 
onus. would then rest, he says, on 
the purchasers if they bought a pair 
of shoes such as he had before him.” 
These were built of “a basil upper, 
canvas and paper backed insole, with 
a split middle and outside, to be ‘sold 
at 5s.” Mr. Richards regards the sale 
of such shoes to inexperienced persons 
as a:criminal offense. It is clear that 
he is out to purge the trade of prac- 
tices which are grossly unfair to the 
poorer class of woot and shoe buyer.

ALMOST BARE | 
OF RAW COTTON 


LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 10 (Special) 
—Lowell mills have little raw cotton. 
October receipts of raw cotton 
amounted to 8544 bales and a repre- 
sentative of one of the large industrial 
plants stated that if all the textile 
manufacturing concerns were running 
full time today the supply of raw 
cotton would be used up in the manu- 
facture of cloths in one-half.a day. 

The mill storages are comparative- 
ly bare of stocks. Small rail ship- 
ments come in from day to day but 
represent lots of cotton bought at spot 
prices with favorable discounts. The 
rule of speculative buying, in vogue 
for years, appears to be entirely ab- 
sent. 

Lowell textile interests are not buy- 
ing heavily of cotton. The railroad 
hauls of baled cotton to this city for 
the last six months have been exceed- 
ingly meager compared with the 
amount of cotton coming to the city in 
past years.

Ham- 
mered French. bends are also increas- 
ing in popularity with shoe repairers, 
as they are well fleshed, dut ub cheaply 
for high class repair work, and wear 
well on the shoe. . 

Business in upper stock is good and 
prospects much better. The American 
importing depots report quite brisk 
trading, and as many of them.-have 


7 bought freely ahead of patent, glacé,

Patent Most Popular 


Both patent and chrome calf have 
advanced, in price lately, the big Ger- 
man tanners putting on from ld. to 
2d. a foot, This strengthens the posi- 
tion all round and some of the British 
tanners are again working in raw 
stock, although there are several light 
leather yards closed down and in 
the market at a very low figure. 

Patent leather sems to be the most 
popular, and as shoe manufacturers

a.week is to be given men at the age 
of 22, instead of 23 as at present. A 
inimum wage of 14s 6d has been 
xed for boys at 15, 13s 6d for boys in 
stock rooms, and 13s for. girls of 15. 
Other provisions have been made, but 
the main point is that peace is assured 
in an industry which will affect about 
100,000 operatives. 

T. F.. Richards, president of the Na- 
tional Union’ Boot and Shoe Operatives 
urges the Government to adopt a 
déscrintive label or tab for shoes. The 
onus. would then rest, he says, on 
the purchasers if they bought a pair 
of shoes such as he had before him.” 
These were built of “a basil upper, 
canvas and paper backed insole, with 
a split middle and outside, to be -sold 
at 5s.” Mr. Richards regards the sale 
of such shoes to inexperienced persons 
as a:criminal offense.

It was 
undoubtedly one'of the best teams 
ever turned out at Princeton or any 
other: eastern -college. Coach Roper 
and his assistants furnished the pilay- 
ers with a well-rounded and powerful 
attack as well ‘as a strong defense 
and’ they used both to the very. limit. 
There was not a department of play. 
from falling on the -ball, tackling and 
interfering up to team play, that the 
Tigers were not absolute masters of 
and they carried out. their various as- 
signments perfectly. ‘y 

Princeton’s Fine Forwards. . 


The Princeton forward line was one | 
of the best that’ has’ been assembled-in 
some time. The players were of.the 
rangy type, weighing ‘well above ‘the 
average forward, but very fast. and 
strong. They charged.low and hard 
both on. the offensive. and defensive, 
and continually flattened out the Har- 
vard liné before the Crimson backs 
could get started the few timres they 
had the bal and, when: Princeton was 
carrying the ball, it was the cpstomary 
thing for the forwards to bow! over the 
Harvard secondary. defense after hav- 
ing pushed aside the Crimson forwards. 
While the Princeton. backs did their 
work finely and showed individual abil- 
ity; most of the credit for the Princé- 
ton showing Belongs to the linénien.” 

Princeton was splendidly generaled 
on the field. R. B: Dinsmore ’25.: and 
T.. R. Williams °26, who ran the team 
most of! the game, played brilliantly 
as individuals, especially Williams, and 
showed fine judgment: in the selection 
of plays. , Of the other backfield men, 
J. W. Slagle '27 was eagily..the star, 
his work being up.to the standard set 
by any back in.the east this fall. 

While Harvard’s poor show ing was 
largely. due to the marked superiority 
of Princeton, the team both as a whole 
and individually - ‘failed to come up to 
the standard of recent Harvard elevens. 
As a team it failed to'show aggressive- 
ness. either on attack,'in which it. was 
seldom.able to take part, or on the de- 
fensive. It showed too‘much of:an/in- 
clination’ to. wait for the Princeton at- 
tack,-to ‘come to it instead of rushing 
up to the ‘Tigers and: meeting them at 
léast half way. The loss of L. F.. Daley 
°27; Harvard's” best lineman. on -the 
very first play,.and :the early .retire- 
ment ‘of J. ‘W. Adie '26, center, and. L. 
TI. Mobb. 125, end, ‘undoubtedly slowed 
tie Crimson line .up to some extent. 

Backfield Ineffective 

Harvard's brilliant backfield material 
which was expected to gain many 
‘yards: for the Crimson failed to ‘come 
anywhere near up to expectations. 
This, was due to two reasons. One 
was that-the Crimson seldom had the 
ball and the other the inability of. the 
forwards. either to open up holes for 
the backs or keep Princeton forwards 
from breaking through and stopping 
the }Harvard back before he could 
really get going.. The fact:that Har- 
vard made only ‘two first. downs and 
covered’only 37 yafds by. rushing, while 
Princeton made .19 first downs and 
rushed the ball 384 yards, shows how 
little the Crimson attack was worth. 

From an individual" point of view 
thére were two’ departments of play 
in which Harvard was far below “Big 
football and they ‘were in 
tackling: and interfering for the man 
with the ball. Time and time again 
the Princeton -runnef: would break 
away from a Harvard tackler when hé 
should have beén thrown without difi- 
culty.

Présix 
dent or his inability to perfornt:.his duties, | It 
fails, however, to-define inability or to prescribe 
by whom and in what manner it shall be deter- 
mined. During the. long iliness*of President 
Wilson, rumors were common as to his inability 
to perform the functions of his office. To what 
‘ extent these doubts: were: justified it is impossi- 
ble even now to determine with Certainty. But 


at the moment the country’ was greatly dis- 


turbed by the reports that, at’a mest critical 
moment in*the world’s affairs, the authority of 
the President was being exercised by persons 
to whom the Nation had never: committed it. 
At that time it seemed incredible that another 
Congress would meet ‘and adjourn without fix- 
ing by law the procedure to be :followed by 
which a reasonable doubt. of the capacity of 
the President to act should be authoritatively 
quieted. But nothing has come of it. 

_ For years there has been protest against the 
date of presidential inaugurations, and the con- 
tinuance in office of a President and Congress 
for four months-after both may have been re- 
pudiated by the people at the polls. The fury of 
the blizzard-which signalized Mr. Taft’s inaugu- 
ration greatly stimulatéd the demand for an 
inauguration day at some less inelement sea- 
son. And every time a “lame duck” Congress 
and a defeated President undertake any. legis- 
lation in the brief period of power left them 
‘after election, the country insists:that it never 


shall happen again. Yet-Congress takes no step | 


-to correct this situation. 

Even the partial and unsatisfactory law gov- 
erning the presidential succession which is now 
on the statute books was only made possible 
by a tragedy. When Vice-President Hendricks 
Passed away it’ was enforced. upon the con- 
sciousness of public men that, should -Presi- 
dent Cleveland follow him; there was no law, 
nor any constitutional provision, that would 
supply a President of :the United States. But 
the law then enacted makes no provision for 
determining ‘the inability of the President to 
function, nor does it cope with the possibility, 
threatened whenever a third party ticket is in 
the fleld, of a failure of, any candidate to get 
a mafority. either in the~Electoral College or 
in either house of Congress. 

A single statute intelligently drawn could cor- 
rect these existing évils and-avert those which 
are at any time possible, It could fix an inaugu- 
ration day, and the date. of the assembling of 
the new Congress within a month or six weeks 
_of-election. It could provide for.a presidential] 
succession in the event of the failure of either 


"the Electoral College or the Congress to elect. 


And it could specify some method by which the 
physical or mental capacity of a President to act 
could be determined by some more authoritative 
tribunal than the members of his household. 

Will Congress forget the feeling of uncertainty 
aS to orderly government which because of 
faulty law has more than once OpPiery the 
‘Nation? 


In no single particular is the ai advance in liv-

The supplying 
‘ofthese conveniences -has entailed, in the ag- 
gregate, a tremendous expenditure. Their main- 
tenance. and renewal are likewise expensive. 
‘And’addéd to this there is constantly something 
néw. which the landlord or agent, in order to 
compete with his neighbors, must. provide. 2

Here two points of difference between the 
British and’ French situations play important 
parts. - The first is the difference in constitu- 
tional practice, and the second the difference 
in party alignments. 

‘While in England an election may come at 
any time, or“whenever a Prime Minister asks 
the King to dissolve Parliament, in France a 
new Chamber of Deputies is elected only once 
in every four years. 
ber that was chosen in May, 1914, decided to 
prolong its own life until the end of the war. 
The elections due in the spring of 1918 were 
not held until the fall of 4919. In the United 
States, it will be remembered, national elec- 
tions came in the midst of the Civil War, in 
November, 1864, to be exact; and the so-called 
“Khaki Election’” in England: was held directly 
after the armistice, some of the ballots being 
sent out to soldiers still in the field: In 1918, 
American soldiers ‘in France voted as usual. 

No such feeling exists in France, either about 
referring specific questions to the: peopre or 
about the exact date of elections. 
cumstances seem to warrant such an act, :each 
Chamber may postpone an election, and the 
voting date is always set by: the Government 
when its own purposes are best.suited. Being 
chosen in November, 1919, instead of May, 1918, 
the “horizon bleu” Chamber .qught to have

Reports from all over the world send the results of 
their special observations for the benefit of readers of 
the newspapers, who thereby hear, for instance, of “The 
Canals in Mars” from Harvard.Observatory, Mandeville, 
Jamaica, of the “Claim of the Druids” from St. John’s 
College, Oxford, of wood houses from.

Mr. Ashton is by profession a musician of no 
little note, and it is not for his letter-writing that he 
appears in “Who's Who.” -

The other regular writers of Letters to the Editors are 
his special interest. He calls them “cranks,” and a 
clergyman who claims to have written 5000 letters he 
considers must have “nothing else to do.” He has not 
much respect for him. “I notice that when he writes a 
letter someone always contradicts him,” he said. 

“Now. Prosser Chanter,” he added, “doesn’t write very - 
often, but when he does he sends good letters. He seems 
a very able man. I wonder how he can know so much! 
Landfier L»cas,;-too,-expresses himself finely. I cannot 
hold a candle to him. Kipling Common is a clever letter- 
writer, but J. W. Tickel is always suggesting useful inno- 
vations which néver come off When Prosser Chanter or 
Landfier Lucas answers a letter of mine, they always call ~ 
me ‘my friend, Algernon Ashton,’ just as if we were 
brothers in the same walk’ in life!

The Week in Berlin 


Berlin, Nov. 10 

The anniversary of the German revolution six years 
ago yesterday. was utilized by both political camps here 
for electioneering purposes. The Conservatives and 
Nationalists point to Nov. 9, 1918, as a day of shame 
and the. beginning of all Germany’s re. .t distress. They 
advocate a penitent return of the Nation ‘to the -pre- 
revolutionary autocratic system. “Onr people,” one 
leading Conservative paper' writes, “are not’ ready to 
govern themselves and—in accordance with the Nation’s 
historical development—cannot get along ‘without the 
belief in authority. They cannot be educated along the 
lines ,which. were adopted in 1918.” In the opinion of 
the Conservatives, Germany’s efforts at democracy have 
resulted in nothing but weakness abroad-and dissension 
at home. 


What Berlin proudly terms its airport—the airdrome 
on Templehof Field—is being greatly extended. Hitherto 
the air traffic to and from Berlin, as far as the field was 
concerned, has been cofifined to the two lines, Berlin- 
Dreagden-Munich and Berfin-Warnemuende, and the noc- 
turnal flight, Berlin-Stockholm.. When-the planned ex- 
tension is completed the entire air traffic will be trans- 
ferred: from*’-Staaken to Templehof.. The flights to 
Amsterdam-London and to Kénigsberg-Moscow will then 

start frem-.and- return to the .Templehof. Field which, 
unlike’ Staaken, is within quite easy access of Berlin.

From ‘the historical pulpit of the Lutheran. Trinity 
Church, whére the eminent theologian Friedrich 
Schleiermacher preached for many years in the early 
part. of last century, a Negro missionary, Robert Baeta, 
of Togoland, addressed a large congregation last Sunday. 
The majority of the hearers went out ef curiosity, but 
they left impressed and moved. Mr. Baeta, who was 
educated in Germany, spoke fluent Germs. He told in 
simple, unassuming and convincing word» of his twenty- 
four years’ activity in Togoland as teacher and mission- 
ary, saying the natives were so eager to hear the Gospel 
that many of them walked six and seven hours to reach 
the church.

The “Poor Whites” of the. Kalahari 


To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

In view of the interest that has been aroused regard- 
ing the plight of seyeral Whites living in the Kalahari. 
South Africa, in a state of subjection to the natives of 
that region, it is well to consider the facts as known at 
present. ; 

This little group of. whités was discovered by the 
Government Locust Expedition about two months ago. 
The expedition had penetrated 200 miles inland. to the 
village of Malopolole.. Here it was receivéd by the native 
Chief .Sebele, a young man who dressed in European 
fashion and spoke English. He plays the-piano with’ 
facility on occasion. His wife also appeared, dressed in 
European fashion, speaking English. The natives ins 
the kraal were of the Bawkene tribe, known as the aristo- 
‘crats of the Kalahari. 

In the midst of this couitiunity, where the natives 
are permitted to purchase and carry rifles and ammuni- 
tion, where some in the cOmmunity are living in a state . 
of mild serfdom,-where game: abounds and where strong . 
drink is freely brewed, there exist in hand-to-mouth fash- 
ion some fifty white men and women who perform any 
odd. jobs as may providentially:came their way. 3 

‘ They are the descendants of semi-nomadic forbears 
who trekked adventurously from the Cape, only to settle 
among the Bawkene natives, whose workmen to all 
intents and purposes’they have become. . 

Being white, by the laws of the country they. are 
denied pastoral and agricultural privileges; and now 
they seem to have lost the means or the initiative to 
clear out and. re-establish themselves in a Sey, 
of their-own kind. \ 

A further point noted by the expedition. was that 
these. whites .styled. themselves smithies, although 
whether they actually did the work of smithies is 
doubiful. . 
ae must. be understood that the South African Gov- 
ernment, has no real jurisdiction over the Kalahari. There 
is a’ white magistrate at opolole who looks after the 
interests: of the Government, but for the rest, white men 

‘allowed into this territory. under native laws. and 
ions.
